CAIRO —(/P)— The British Middle 


East command announced Thursday 
its troops have smashed across the 
Juba river in Italian Somaliland in 
a drive northeastward toward Mo- 
jadiscio, capital and major port of 
that East Africa colony. 


The crossing of the river apparent- 


captured port of Chisimaio, in the 
region of Gelib, on the east bank of 
the stream.

said, adding that "operations in this 
area are developing well." 


The crossing of the river followed 


five days of fighting against bitterly- 
fighting Italians. Repeated RAF dive 
assaults on the Fascist positions help- 
ed clear the way for British infantry.

LONDON—(IP)—The industrial por 


of Swansea, in south Wales, and

block of a large municipal hospita 
killing several patients and a nurse 
bore the brunt of Wednesday night's 
German air attack. 


Tlie government said bombers raked 


Swansea with high explosives, damag- 
ing a considerable number of houses 
and other buildings. 


A direct hit was scored on a Lon- 


don hospital, dcmolishin part of it 
and killing several patients in their 
beds. One nurse was found dead. 


Rescue squads, doctors and nurses 


worked by the rays of flashlights to 
release wounded buried in the wreck- 
age. 


Rescue work was held up when a 


delayed-action bomb was discovered 
in one wing of the hospital. The 
patients were quickly removed.

Tips On Your Income Tax 


DO Print Your Name Clearly on Tax Blank; 
DON'T Mail Loose Change in an Envelope 


The third of six short articles Q 


outlining the most common er- 
rors of income tax payers.

It sounds absurdly simple, but one 


of tho most troublesome tilings the 
income tax people have to_deal with 
is illegible names. H stands to rea- 
son that you should have your name 
on your blank, and have it so it 
can be read. Don't use pencil, lead 
or indelible. Use pen and ink or a 
typewriter, and PRINT your name and 
address carefully in block letters at 
the top of the blank. Of course you 
sign it in your ordinary handwriting 
at (lie bottom. 


And DON'T send money to pay the 


tax in the envelope in which you mail 
it in. Send a check or a money order 
properly made out in your own name. 
But don't send either bills or silver. 
Why'? Because every time the revenue 
people open a large bag of income 
tax mail they scoop up a quart or 
two of silver out of the bottom of 
the bag, and they have no way in 
the world to know which envelopes 
it worked its way out of. 


People will do this: they'll hand 


their money to a friend, and say '"Get 
a money order for the amount of my 
taxes and send it in." The friend 


v,=<t 


Whose money is it? 


does, and the money order arrives 
at tlie internal revenue bureau sep- 
arate from the tax return, and with 
the friend's name on it. How can 
the government people figure out from 
that that YOU'VE paid YOUR tax? 


Further, 
if you're sending two re- 


turns in tlie same envelope, say for 
husband and wife, don't make out a 
single check to cover both. Make 
separate checks. Otherwise it's hax-d, 
in sorting the returns, to keep them 
straight. One is likely to be registered 
as overpaid, and the other as not 
paid at all. 


Your canceled check or money order 


stub is your receipt for having paid 
the tax. Get it, and keep it.

Administration 


"A new lease oh life'1 has been 


?iven 1,362 fanners in Arkansas as 
they face the new season with re- 
newed hope, said Dr. M. F. Dickin- 
son, chairman of the Arkansas farm 
debt adjustment committee, in mak- 
ing a report of the 1940 activities 
of the farm debt adjustment program 
of the Farm Security Administration 
in this state. 


Hie families can have life with a 


newer and brighter out-look, now 
that they are no longer hopelessly 
saddled with pressing debts. This new 
attitude for these worthwhile farmers 
has been brought about fay the gen- 
erous help of civic minded agricul- 
tural leaders in this state, who have 
donated their time and service to 
work on farm debt adjustment com- 
mittees, in this state. 


2,271 Cases Presented 


i this state last year 2,271 cases 


were brought before FDA committees 
n the coxmties. Of this number, 1362 
were settled, with debt reductions of 
:207,72r. Pending cases total 797 while 
only 112 cases were dropped. 


The farm debt adjustment program 


is a phase of the Farm 
Security 


Administration. Simply 
it is- this— 


When a farmer finds himself burden- 
ed with debt, and is honestly trying 
o meet 
his obligations but 
finds 


himself unable to do so, he can call 
on the farm debt adjustment com- 
mittee for aid in helping him work 
out a plan whereby this debt can be 
adjusted. The farm debt adjustment 
committee offers its services to debtor 
or creditor, and it gives a square 
leal to both. It is merely a mediator, 
or a go-between, working for equal 
benefit of both the debtor or creditor. 


In many cases, it is possible to 


work out an agreement in Which the 
creditor, who has usually been car- 
rying the account for a long period 
of time, agrees to accept a payment 
of a lesser amount than the original 
amount owed, or a scale down, and 
the debtor can then raise the funds 
and cancel the debt. 


Relieve Pressure 


Committees are useful in helping a 


'.ebtor find new financing to relieve 
immediate pressure of debts and give 
lim a chance to work out of his dif- 
ficulties. They know the complicated 
•?ield of farm financing and their stud- 
ies and recommendations often 
re- 


sult in securing a new loan on favor- 
able terms. 


In some cases, simple readjust* 


ments are all that are necessary. An 
extension of maturity dates, lowering 
of interest 
rates, selling off - sur- 


plus assets to apply on the loan— 
these are some of the adjustments 
that work. 


Some cases are quickly solved by 


some simple 
solution 
arrived 
at 


through 
a fair and 
frank 
discus- 


sion. Others are more complicated 
and languish in the process of set- 
tlement for months and even years. 
A few are never settled, but FSA 
records show that the unsolved ones 
do not average one out of ten cas- 
es.

now, starting seriously and earnestly, 
and letling il gel away from us."

In a few years, 
his hobby of stimulating such work 
became his full-time job. As a direct 
result of this man's work during the 
past 30 years, the scientific knowledge 
of mental illness and the methods of 
treatment for such sick persons have 
progressed, more than in all previous 
listory. 


Clifford Beers -was aided in his work 


ay the frank book he began to write 
even before he .was fully recovered 
:rom his own breakdown. This book, 
'A Mind That Found Itself," open- 
ed the eyes of the pubiic and scientists 
alike. 


It pulled no punches. Beers cdnceal- 


ed nothing, ' either about his own 
queer conduct,, or. about the ignorance 
and brute nature, of his keepers. The 
book has been reprinted some 20 
times since it first appeared, although 
to get it printed first,. Clifford Beers 
had to pay for Jt himself, with bor- 
rowed money.

VillnKt (Knopf: $1.25) is the brief 
aut graphic record of n young news- 
jnpermnn who spent five months with 
the President between his election In 
I860 and' his inauguration. Actually, 
the little book Is n collection of the 
reporter's dispatches, with nbtes, As 
such the volume is one of the most 
revealing pictures of the Civil War 
President yet written. Here is a ty- 
picnl bit. It describes Vlllard's meet- 
ing with Lincoln ot n railroad slu- 
tlon:

He and I mot accidentally, about 9 


o'clock on a hot, sultry evening, at 
n flag railroad station about 20 miles 
west of Springfield, on my return from 
n great meeting at Petersburg in Men- 
nrd county .He had been driven to 
the station in a buggy and left there 
alone. I was already there. The train 
that we Intended to take for Spring- 
field was nbout due. 


After vainly \vaiting for half nn 


hour for its arrival, a thunder-storm 
compelled us to lake refuge in an 
empty freight ear standing on a side 
truck, there being no building of 
any sort nt the station. We squat- 
ted down on the floor of the car 
and fell to talking on all sorts of 
subjects. It was then and there he 
told me that, when he was clerking 
in a country store, his highest poli- 
tical ambition was to be a member 
of the state legislature. 


"Since then, of course," he said 


laughingly, "I have grown some, but 
my friends got me into this business 
(meaning the canvass). I did 
not 


consider myself 
rjualifiecl 
for 
the 


United States Senate and it took me 


long time to persuade myself that

state supreme court recognized For- 
rest C. Donnell, a Republican, as gov- 
ernor of Missouri Wednesday in a de- 
cision which left Democratic leaders 
divided over their efforts to seat 
Lawrence McDaniel.

Finding New Markets For Farmers 


Henry Ford studies plastics 


with Robert A. Boyer, who is in 
charge of research in this field. 
Long af> the auto manufacturer 
visioned a new age when har- 
vests of the fields would become 
raw products of industry. His 
first commercial success in deco- 
rative plastics was in turning soy- 
beans into instrument board 
clusters. With certain other crops 


he has now advanced so far in 
structural plastics that he says he 
will be building a wholly plastic 
body within a few years—a body 
that will be lighter and stronger 
than steel. "Only door locks and 
hinges will be of metal," says 
Mr. Ford. Possibly a growing 
shortage of steel and the dwin- 
dling foreign markets for agricul- 
ture will hurry along the plastic car.

Special Camp Set 
Up for Conscien- 
tious Objectors

WASHINGTON—Within n few dnys 


now, what Is—to md nt Icnst—one of 
the strangest phases of national de- 
fense will open its doors. It Is private- 
ly financed nnd only partially gov- 
ernment supervised,'but it is provided 
for by Inw and recognized by the 
military as n nlnlcgrnl part of the'de- 
fense set-up lii the first camp for con- 
scientious objectors. 


With 125 to 150 boys, whose religious 


or 
conscientious scruples 
prevent 


taking pnrt in nny militaristic activ- 
ities, Patnpsco Slntc Park Camp, ncnr 
Baltiiyore, Md., will bo the first of 
a nationwide network of cinnps where 
lads who will not spill blood will do 
their civilian bit by giving n year of 
labor to work thnl is useful to the 
nation nnd a contribution to the nat- 
ional welfare. 


Patnpsco is nn abandoned Civilian 


Conservation Corps camp nnd what 
these boys will do there is not a great 
deal different from the non-militnis- 
tic activities of the CCC. They'll con- 
tribute to reforestation, soil conserva- 
tion, road construction and the hun- 
dred or so other things which are 
considered vital to national welfare, 
but which have nothing to do directly 
with the defense program. 


The C. O.'s who will go into these 


civilian camps should not be confused 
with those who will be inducted into 
the army for non-combatant training 
such as that in the medical corps. The 
lattcr's scruples forbid only participa 
tion in actual combat.
